These Deadly Explosive*. 


The incendiary bomb ufcod by the 


Zeppelin aircraft, as a rule, is conical, 
of ten Inch din meter iit tbe base, wrap- 
ped round with tarred rope and baring 
a metal handle ct the apex.

form of rope. The resinous material 
creates n pungent smoke. 


There la generally some melted white 


phosphorus In the bottom of tbe cap. 
which develops nauseous fumes. In 
some cases celluloid clippings are add- 
ed, and occasionally a small quantity 
of gasoline.—Philadelphia Press.
